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OPPIGER'S  REPORT. 


Gentlemen, 


I he.ve  much  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  ray  10th.  iinnxial  Report  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year  ended 
31st,  December,  1941. 

’Yar-tine  conditions  have  again  made  it  necessary  to  keep  the  report 
short  but,  as  last  year,  every  endeavour  has  been  rrxde  to  include  all  vital 
information  relating  to  the  Health  Services. 

During  the  year  much  progress  Y/as  oia.de  in  the  immunisation  of 
children  against  diphtheria,  ii.t  the  end  of  1941,  1,965  children  had  received 
the  full  treatment  and  there  Y/erc  signs  of  this  figure  being  considerably 
ir^irovoc.  upon.  This  is  all  to  the  good  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  disease  v/ill 
be  completely  eradicated  in  the  course  of  time . Last  yea.r  v/e  had  1 3 cases 
(none  of  Y.'hich  had  been  immunised)  as  against  I4  and  29  in  the  preceding  years, 

I ean  pleased  to  record  that  out  of  the  I3  cases,  all  recovered,  whereas  in  the 
previous  year  we  had  2 deaths  from  this  disease. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  disease  for  the  year  is  very  high 
mainly  ovring  to  measles  and  whooping  cough,  but  there  is  some  inp»rovement 
on  the  figures  for  the  year  previous.  Out  of  462  notifications,  me?.sles  256, 
whooping  cough  59  and  scarlet  fever  65  cases  accounted  for  nearly  five-sixths 
of  the  total  nunber. 

Number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  a.re  slightly  higher,  but  3 of  them 
are  transfers  from  other  districts,  whilst  scarlet  fever  cases  rose  frera  3I 
1940  to  65  in  1941.  This  increase  in  scarlet  fever  cases  is  to  be  regretted,  since 
much  cf  it  is  due  to  either  ignorance  or  apathy  on  the  part  of  the  public. 

Parents  shoxild  vievr  YTith  suspicion  all  cases  of  sore  throats  and  discharges  fimi 
the  nose,  isolate  the  children  and  notify  the  doctor  at  once.  In  this  way  it  will 
be  possible  to  reduce  to  a considerable  extent  the  figures  anntially. 

Other  diseases  are  fairly  similar  to  previous  years,  but  there  v/as  a 
reduction  of  5 cases  of  erysipelas  and  an  increase  of  2 in  the  niaaber  of  cases 
of  typhoid  fever,  fcrtijriately  in  neither  case  Y/ere  there  any  deaths. 

From  time  to  time  I have  visited  all  the  schools  in  the  district  and, 
with  one  exception,  found  them  in  a reasonable  state  of  cleanliness.  In  the  above 
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case  certain  action  was  taken  i-vhich  resulted  in  a better  state  of  cleanliness 
being  maintained,  I might  also  mention  that  I v.'as  quite  satisfied  v.dth  the  general 
condition  and  health  and  clea.nlincss  of  the  children  attending. 

Together  vdth  yo\ir  Sanitary  Inspectors  I have  visited  many  farms  and 
also  premises  v/here  food  is  prepared  and  in  all  oases  a rcatsonable  standard  of 
cleanliness  prevails. 

On  the  f ollov/ing  pages  you  vdll  -find  oertain  figures  and  conparisons 
and  in  conclxision  I ?/o\ald  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council,  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  and  other  Officicals  for  their  help  and  co-opc3ra.tion  during  the  past 
year,
